THESE PRIORITIES ARE DICTATED BY THE TERMS OF THE MILITARY 
PROTOCOL TO THE EGYPTIAN-ISRAELI AGREEMENT, AND SLIPPAGES 
COULD WELL ADVERSELY AFFECT THE SCHEDULE FOR TROOP AND 
EQUIPMENT DEPLOYMENT INTO THE NEW DISENGAGEMENT ZONE.

A. ADDITION OF STOL AIRCRAFT AND TACAN. 

B. MAGNITUDE OF CHANGE IN QUANTITY OF VEHICLES REQUESTED, 
PARTICULARLY 1/4-TON TRUCKS. 

C. SHIFTING OF TOTAL REQUIREMENT FOR 1/4-TON AND 3/4-TON 
TRUCKS INTO PRIORITY 1. 

4. REQUEST THAT DOD BE TASKED TO DETERMINE THE COST AND 
AVAILABILITY OF REQUIREMENT CITED IN REFS. A AND B AS CHANGED 
ABOVE. 

5. REQUEST THAT DEPARTMENT TASK DEPT. OF TRANSPORTATION 
FOR COST AND AVAIL ABIT, TTY DATA PERTAINING TO USCG VESSELS

6. DURING UN-USUN PLANNING MEETING HELD EVENING OF 4 
NOVEMBER, USUN AND MSC REPRESENTATIVES PRESSED SECRETARIAT 
ON NEED TO DELETE ALL LUXURY ITEMS FROM STATED REQUIREMENT. 
SECRETARIAT OFFICIALS ALSO AGREED - UPON USUN AND MSC 
INSISTENCE - THAT USG WOULD NOT BE USED AS CONVENIENT 
PROCUREMENT AUTHORITY FOR COMMERCIALLY 

AVAILABLE ITEMS. UN AGREED THAT SUCH ITEMS WOULD BE PURCHASED 
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DIRECTLY FROM COMMERCIAL SOURCES, WITH OR WITHOUT FINANCIAL 
ASSISTANCE FROM USG. UPON FINALIZATION OF UN REQUIREMENTS, 

USUN AND MSC INTEND TO MAKE FINAL EFFORT TO HAVE UN FULLY 
JUSTIFY ALL REQUIREMENTS, PARTICULARLY THOSE PERTAINING 
TO AIRCRAFT, NAVAL CRAFT, VEHICLES, AND COMMUNICATION 
EQUIPMENT. 

7. UN DOES NOT INTEND TO FORMALLY SUBMIT REQUIREMENTS UNTIL 
USG DECISION ON TYPE AND DEGREE OF ASSISTANCE TO BE PROVIDED IS 
ANNOUNCED. EXTENT TO WHICH USG PROVIDES NON-REIMBURSABLE 
ASSISTANCE WILL DETERMINE FINAL REQUIEMENTS. SECRETARIAT 
WILL BE COMPELLED TO DELETE ITEMS OR REDUCE QUANTITIES 
REQUESTED TO FIT WITHIN $42 MILLION BUDGET CEILING ALREADY 
ANNOUNCED TO SC BY SYG. 

8. USUN INTENDS TO APPROACH SECRETARIAT WITH PROPOSAL THAT, 

IN PRINCIPLE, UN BE PREPARED TO UNDERWRITE TRAVEL EXPENSES FOR 
USG EXPERTS REQUESTED BY THE UN TO ASSIST SECRETARIAT IN 
FINALIZING REQUIREMENTS. IF UN AGREES.USUN PROPOSES TO 
SOLICIT A FORMAL REQUEST TO THAT EFFECT SO THAT PROPER 

USG FUNDING PROVISIONS CAN BE ESTABLISHED TO PROVIDE FOR 
UN PAYMENT OR REIMBURSMENT FOR SUCH TRAVEL. RECENT EXPERIENCE 
WITH SUPPORT OF THE CURRENT UNEF/UNDOF OPERATION STRONGLY 
INDICATES THAT CLOSER AND MORE TIMELY UN-USG PLANNING 
OF MAINTENANCE SUPPORT IS ESSENTIAL IF THE UN IS NOT 
TO ENCOUNTER SERIOUS EQUIPMENT PROBLEMS AS UNEF MOVES INTO 
ITS NEW AREA OF RESPONSIBILITY. IT APPEARS FURTHER THAT A 
DIRECT UN-USG INTERFACE AT THE WORKING LEVEL WOULD BE THE 
MOST EFFECTIVE, TIMELY, AND - IN THE END - ECONOMICAL 
MEANS OF PREVENTING SERIOUS SUPPORT PROBLEMS AT THE OUTSET.
